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REPORT OF TELEPHONE MANAGER | 


In submitting this report I beg to place before you the 
following facts regarding reasons for the changes in rules and 
methods since April 1, 1919. 

In visiting the Boston office of the New Englana Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, I was informed that we had not been 
complying with the terms of our contract with that company, 
and my attention. was ealled to Article 5 in the second part of 
the contract which reads: ‘‘The connecting company (Rich- 
mond and Swanzey Telephone Company) will adopt and ob- 
serve, in the handling of interchanged telephonic communica- 
tion, the operating methods and rules of the Bell Company 
(New England Telephone and Telegraph Company) and for all 
communications passing over the toll lines, or involving the 
equipment of the Bell Company, require its subseribers and 
other patrons to observe such rules and regulations as the 
Bell Company may from time to time make for the use of its 
lines and equipment.”’ 

To anyone caring to investigate, it will be found that in 
no instance have the terms and conditions, as promulgated by 
the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company and 
printed in the directory, been exceeded. As a matter of fact: 
I have not until recently carried out the methods of collections 
advised by officials of that company, and used by them. Fully 
realizing that the sudden change from the ‘‘do-as-you-please’’ 
method to the established rules of our connecting company 
would be unsatisfactory to a few for a time, I have caused 
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them to be applied indiscriminately and impartially, fully be- 
lieving our subseribers would realize that a business cannot be 
successfully conducted on a principle of friendship alone. 

Since April Ist, 1919, no line has been out of service for 
a period exceeding twelve hours, to my knowledge, and private 
stations have been repaired or replaced with serviceable equip- 
ment as quickly as circumstances would permit. For the con- 
venience of the public a number of pay stations were estab- 
lished. The station at J. M. Ballou’s has since been discon- 
tinued, the revenue received there not warranting its continu- 
ance. The station at W. R. Weeks’ was discontinued for per- 
sonal reasons of Mr. Weeks. The other pay stations are still 
in operation. 

The costs of operation and maintenance have greatly in- 
creased during the past year, and our present rate of $12.00 per 
year is barely sufficient to cover costs. If costs continue to 
advance, another rate increase is inevitable. Central operation 
is being maintained at the lowest possible expense, and the ad- 
ministration has, at times, been conducted at a personal loss. 
Accounts have been carefully checked and followed up, as 
may be seen from the detailed ‘accounts with our connecting 
eompany. Attention is especially called to the several abate- 
ments. In addition to these, I have asked for and received 
abatements on toll calls of subscribers, of which fact the sub- 
seriber is unaware, as the ealls are billed to him or her at the 
correct rate.

If the citizens of Richmond desire to continue to ‘‘own 
and maintain’’ a telephone system, they must be willing to co- 
operate with the management and with each other, both in 
the use of the lines and equipment and an observance of the 
rules and regulations. To this end I respectfully submit the 
following plan of organization: 


That at the annual town meeting a board of directors be 
chosen; one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years, and thereafter one director each year, to serve for three 
-years. That the manager be appointed by the board of direc- ~ 
tors, he to serve until he voluntarily resigns, or he may be re- 
quested to resign for any reasons that may be considered suf- 
ficient by the board. His salary also to be decided by the 
board, and any grievance against him by subscribers should 
be presented to the board for consideration and action. 

All business shall be left to the manager as now, but all 
changes of rates or unusual construction shall first be approved 
by the directors. | 

By this plan I believe a better service can be maintained, 
and less criticism evoked. To those who have tried to assist 
me in improving the service by observing the rules and making 
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prompt returns, I wish to express my appreciation. My aim 
has been to conduct the business for the interests of the sub- 
seribers and the citizens in general, doing what I believed to 
be right, without malice or prejudice. To those whose criticism 
has been so freely offered, I would ask this question: ‘*Could 
you have done any better yourselves?’’ |
